-- Communists are pressing ahead with contingency planning 
for in-place ceasefire. 

-- Communists expect intense continued struggle in post- 
ceasefire period in form of local force activity and stepped up # 
political violence. 


-- Implicit throughout directive is that GVN will continue to 


administer areas under its control after main force ceasefire and 


that ceasefire will not in itself represent culmination of war and 
satisfaction oi communist political objectives. 

-- Local cadre are therefore urged to redouble present efforts 
and also not be surprised if ceafctffiro settlement is reached despite 
GVN predominance in a number of localities. 

Directive would therefore appear, among other things, to be 
attempt to prepare cadre for possibility of doctrinal reverse, 
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namely that ceasefire settlement may come before political v,

objectives have been fully met and therefore cadre must be • 

prepared for period of continued risk. 

Setting this directive against latest DRV peace plan could 
be taken as explicit confirmation that new DRV offer represents 

to 

considerable risk in politburo's perception and indeed substantial 

departure from earlier positions even if it still contains many

unacceptable elements. 

Note also repeated emphasis on enemy main force activity 
in northern part of country as part of effort to denude populated 
southern heartland of ARVN forces and make possible greater 
political inroads into latter areas. 
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
